"Tho throo prisons to which Iwastakeu aro 


all in tho groat capital city, Tokio, and, a< 
thoy contain different classos oC convicts, 
nuttlcod to give a good idea of tho gonei-a! 
manner oC treatment of tho Japanese crimi 
nal. Jn tho Japanoso prisons, after th< 
sleeping usages of tho country, tho prisoner! 
lio thick together in one-story buildings upoi 
mots covering tha floor. Tho mildness and 
docility of tho Japanoso, even -\vhon under a 
long and even lifetime sentence, are quits 
past our conception. 
Quo would supjioso 


that, with such bodios of nion confined 
together in a wooden building, violent out- 
breaks would bo chronic and attempts at 
prison-breaking frequent. 
On tho contrary, 


disturbances and uprising aro fow, and any- 
thing liko an insurrection ono may say ia 
unknown. . Tho only attempt at Tokio to 
break jail in any numbers occurred some 
years ago, when cholera mado its appoar- 
anco in tho Donzu prison. A panic among 
tho convicts resulted in anattatnptto escape, 
sovon only succeeding. 
* "Tho third, tho largess and most interests 
ing of tho prisons of Tokio, and called 
Tsukudazima, is, liko our O^TI penitentiary, 
upon au island near to tho city, and reached 
by boat. Thero wore thoro at tho time of 
our visit 2,008 men and women and boy? 
undergoing sentonco, a part for ten years 
and tho rust for shorter periods. Among 
them wore about sovonty-Cve women, quite 
a number of whom had their babies with 
them. Mothers having infants are, if com- 
mitted . to prison, permitted to retain thorn 
up to tho ago of 3 yoars. 


"A groat variety of occupations aro plied 


at tho Tsukudozimo. prison, allowing tho 
possibility of employing all tho prisoners 
either for purposes connected with 
tho 


prison and government or in other ways. 
Borne were engaged in making prison uni- 
forms, others in preparing uniforms for tho 
police. Tho rice used in tho kitchen is 
cleaned by hand, or rather foot machinery, 
and ground in hand mills. Thoro wora also 
typo-sotting, printing, and 
book-binding. 


Leather is curod by ono gang aud made into 


us by ^another. A blacksmith's shop, a 


factory for woodonware, painting on por- 
celain, and tho manufacture of engines for 
ivataring gardens and fields, supply work 
"or a portion of tho men.

The Sulplmr Mines of Sicily. 


IPopuIar Science Monthly.] 


In Sicily at tho ond of tho middle Mio- 


cene period, tho su'.phur-bo&ring was raised, 
and lakes wore formed in vrhich occui'ro:! 
the duposition ot sulphur- and Its accompan- 
ing gypsum, tripoll, and silicious limestone. 
Tho sulphur rock is composed of sulphur and 
marly limestone, tho sulphur beins so in; 
times disseminated through tho llmoston,, 
and at olhors forming thin alternate layers 
with it. Those sulph-jr-boarlnff soami are 
often separated by layers of black marl, 
twenty inchoj thick, some seams attaining a 
tliicknoss of twonty-olght feet. 
The total 


aggregate thickness or the sulphur seams 
roaches 100 feet in one caso, but tho averagj 
total is ton to twelve foot only. 


Almost all tho Sicilian is carried to the 


surface on boys' backs, consequently it doe* 
not pay to work below about 403 foat, as it 
then becomes necessary to employ hauling 
machinery. Honco tho deposits lying bo- 
low that horizon aro hardly touched, and 
as many of! tho bods are nonrly vertical, and 
do not diminish in yields as thoy descend, 
the still untouched resources must be very 
great.
